Obama declares state 
of emergency as Isaac 
bears down 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
Monday declared a state of 
emergency in Louisiana as 
Tropical Storm Isaac gath¬ 
ered strength and threatened 
New Orleans, seven years 
after it was pummeled by 
Hurricane Katrina. 

Obama informed the Gulf 
Coast state's governor, Bobby 
Jindal, that he was taking the 
move to free up federal funds 
and aid, during a conference 
call with local officials 
preparing for the storm, ex¬ 
pected to come ashore on 
Tuesday. 

The president also con¬ 
vened a briefing with offi¬ 
cials including Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency administrator 

(FEMA) Craig Fugate, hours 
before Isaac was expected to 
become a Category One hur¬ 
ricane in the Gulf of Mexico. 

FEMA, along with other 
government agencies, includ¬ 
ing the Department of De¬ 
fense, has staged emergency 
supplies closer to areas ex¬ 


pected to experience severe 
weather. 

"The president directed 
Administrator Fugate to en¬ 
sure that FEMA was prepared 
regardless of the ultimate 
strength and impact of the 
storm," the White House said 
in a statement. 

Isaac's approach, close to 
the seven-year anniversary of 
Katrina, which killed around 
1,800 people, has sobering 
political overtones, as the 
presidency of George W. 
Bush was severely hit by his 
mishandling of the disaster. 

Those memories also 
prompted the Republican 
Party to open and then sus¬ 
pend its convention in Tampa, 
Florida, which is meeting to 
nominate Mitt Romney as its 
White House candidate. 

Obama's move allows the 
Department of Homeland Se¬ 
curity and FEMA to coordi¬ 
nate all disaster relief and 
emergency efforts, in a bid to 
avoid a repeat of the confu¬ 
sion that hampered the Kat¬ 
rina relief effort.

The seminars and workshops 
will be taking place through 
Thursday, August 30 at the 
Alhambra Ballroom. Guest 
speakers for the opening 
event were Dr. Sten Vermund 
and Dr. Clive Fandis. MC for 
the evening was Reim van 
der Berg. 

Dr. Vermund is Director 
of the Vanderbilt Institute for 
Global Health, and serves as 
Amos Christie Chair in 
Global Health and Professor 
of Pediatrics and Preventive 
Medicine. Dr. Vermund’s re¬ 
search interests lie in infec¬ 
tious disease control and 
prevention, with a focus on 
developing countries. He has 
been Principal Investigator of 
the National Institute of 


Health HIV Prevention Trials 
Network for the past six 
years, responsible for a dozen 
prevention clinical trials on 5 
continents. He has worked 
collaboratively in the Do¬ 
minican Republic, Puerto 
Rico, and Haiti as well as Ja¬ 
maican Ministry of Health 
and University of West Indies 
since the 1990s. 

Dr. Fandis holds the Chair 
in Cardiovascular Research 
and founded the Edmund 
Cohen Faboratory for Vascu¬ 
lar Research at the Chronic 
Disease Research Centre, 
University of West Indies and 
heads their Immunology 
Ph.D. program. He is also 
Chairman of the Barbados 
National HIV/AIDS Com¬ 
mission Research Committee 
and President of the 


Minister of Health, Dr. 
Visser 

Caribbean Cytometry & An¬ 
alytical Society (CCAS). 

The topic on the table this 
week is “Combination Pre¬ 
vention in the Caribbean: 
Synergy between Faboratory, 
Clinician, Counselor and 
Community.” Dr. Vissser 
made some pointed obser¬ 
vances during his welcome 
address. He related the diffi¬ 
culty of having conditions, 
such as he personal mission, 
obesity, being recognized as 
a chronic disease, as 
HIV/AIDS must also now be 
considered. Treatments have 
brought it to the point where 
people are living for decades 
with the disease. 

“Every island is very di¬ 
verse, and yet similar,” he 
told the gathering.

We have this thing about 
going to “the Motherland,”- 
the bigger countries, before 
we go to our neighbors.. .and 
then there isn’t as much co¬ 
operation as there should be. 
We really do have similar is¬ 
sues and circumstances, and 
we are more apt to help each 
other. Perhaps not every is¬ 
land has all the experts 
needed, but together we defi¬ 
nitely do” 

The Minister asserted that 
in prevention, the Caribbean 
needs breakthroughs; 

presently, programs are not 
giving the desired results. Dr. 
Vermund related the latest 
statistics from UNAIDS, and 
there are now 34 million peo¬ 
ple in the world living with 
the disease. In 2011, there 
were 2.8 million new cases 
reported and 1.8 million 
deaths. These means the 
numbers of those infected are 
still growing by one million 
people annually. 7000 people 
a day discover they are in¬ 
fected with HIV/AIDS, of 
which 1000 are children. 

As Dr. Vermund’s research 
talk revealed, this figures are 
particularly disturbing as An¬ 
tiretroviral Treatment, ART, 
has progressed to the point 
where infection in newborns 
from an infected mother can 
be prevented Studies revealed 
that ART treatment of an 
HIV/AIDS positive spouse 
can reduce infecting a healthy 
spouse by a remarkable 96%. 



The Aruban delegation 

Impediments to proper 
treatment, resulting in contin¬ 
ued infection, can be linked 
to the fear of reporting be¬ 
cause of the stigma attached 
to being HIV/AIDS positive. 
Dr. Vermund also cited the 
difficulty of getting people to 
alter their sexual habits ac¬ 
cordingly. Implementing 
programs for the hardest hit 
areas, Africa south of the Sa¬ 
hara, are difficult because of 
poor resources and language 
barriers. Dr. Vermund also 
pointed out the Caribbean has 
an extremely low percentage 


of infection compared to the 
rest of the world. It is, how¬ 
ever, SECOND in the world 
in rate of new infection re¬ 
ported, per capita. This 
means proper prevention is 
not being practiced, and the 
problem is not being recog¬ 
nized. Both Dr. Visser and 
Vermund agree on the point 
that it is important for politi¬ 
cal acknowledgement of the 
situation, to expedite any sort 
of effective programs of pre¬ 
vention.

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France ready to 
recognise Syria 
opposition 
government 

PARIS (AFP) - French Pres¬ 
ident Francois Hollande 
stepped up pressure on 
Syria Monday, saying 
France would recognise a 
provisional government and 
warning of a foreign inter¬ 
vention if the regime uses 
chemical weapons. 

In a speech to French 
diplomats, Hollande called 
for an ’’intensification of ef¬ 
forts for the political transi¬ 
tion to take place quickly” 
and urged the Syrian oppo¬ 
sition to form a ’’provi¬ 
sional, inclusive and 
representative” government. 

’’France will recognise 
the provisional government 
of the new Syria as soon as 
it is formed,” he said. 

Washington, however, 
reacted that before setting 
up a government the Syrian 
opposition first needed to 
coordinate with citizens in¬ 
side and outside the country 
and set a democratic path. 

”So that’s the first order 
of business — for them to all 
agree on what a transition 
ought to look like. Obvi¬ 
ously, it’s a matter for them 
to decide if and when they 
may be prepared to start 
naming folks,” said US 
State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland. 

Hollande was on the 
same page with the United 
States and Britain when he 
warned the regime of Syrian 
President Bashar al-Assad 
that using chemical 
weapons would be a legiti¬ 
mate reason for a foreign in¬ 
tervention. 

Hollande said the oppo¬ 
sition of Russia and China 
to action against the Syrian 
regime was weakening the 
United Nations.

China blamed for fake goods 
seized in Italy

ROME (AFP) - Italy’s police 
on week-end have seized so 
far this year 52 million coun¬ 
terfeit items, including train 
tickets, smartphones, condoms 
and detergents, with much of 
them coming from China. 

The financial police's 
counter-fraud division said 97 
members of organised criminal 
gangs, 41 percent of them Ital¬ 
ian, were arrested during the 
same first seven months of 
2012 in connection with the 
counterfeit goods. 

A statement said that 35 
daily monitoring operations 
helped deprive the under¬ 
ground economy of some two 
million euros (2.5 million dol¬ 
lars) of illicit revenue per day. 

It said two million counter¬ 
feit train tickets worth 14 euros 
apiece (17.5 dollars) for the 
trip from Termini station to Fi- 
umicino airport in Rome were 
made in China, along with 
100,000 condoms and one mil¬ 
lion toys. 

In Fiumicino, the authori¬ 
ties dismantled a gang that im-

Colombia, rebels to open 
peace talks: former vice 
president 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bia's government and leftist 
FARC rebels have agreed to 
open peace negotiations Oc¬ 
tober 5 in Oslo and then shift 
the talks to Cuba, former vice 
president Francisco Santos 
said Monday. 

"In the coming days, 
(President Juan Manuel) San¬ 
tos will announce the start of 
negotiations with the FARC, 
which will be opened in Oslo 
October 5 and will continue 
in Havana," said Santos, who 
is a cousin of the president 
but critical of many of his 
policies. 

Colombian media were 
treating what would be a 
landmark development to¬ 
ward ending decades of civil 
strife as a done deal. 

But the president himself 
has not commented on re¬ 
ports of government contacts 
with the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC) to lay the ground¬ 
work for a peace process, the 
first in Colombia in a decade. 

One key member of his 
team, chief prosecutor Ed¬ 
uardo Montealegre, acknowl¬ 
edged Monday that Colombia 
"must move toward a peace 
process." 

"The end of fighting in 
Colombia won't be brought 
about with arms," he told W 
radio. "Putting this decades- 


old conflict behind us will be 
achieved with a peace 
process. We all deserve 
peace; it is a constitutional 
right." 

Daniel Garcia-Pena, who 
was peace commissioner 
from 1995-1998 under ex¬ 
president Ernesto Samper, 
also sounded positive about 
the outlook. 

"If the contacts are con¬ 
firmed, I am upbeat. I think 
both the government and the 
FARC understand that con¬ 
tinuing the war is senseless," 
he said. 

"The rebels have known 
for some time now that they 
are not going to take power in 
a war, and that they are going 
to have to become a (legal) 
political force if they are 
going to survive in a postwar 
atmosphere," Garcia-Pena 
said. 

And the government 
"knows ending the conflict is 
central to its success in being 
able to make Colombia part 
of the world of major democ¬ 
racies," he stressed. 

Founded in 1964, the 
Marxist-inspired FARC is be¬ 
lieved to have some 9,000 
fighters, most of them hiding 
out in mountainous and jun¬ 
gle areas. 

It is Latin America's 
largest and longest-fighting 
insurgency. 


Republican convention opens... for a few minutes 


TAMPA, Florida (AFP) - The 
Republican convention to 
crown Mitt Romney the pres¬ 
idential nominee opened 
Monday not with a bang but 
with a whimper, as the sym¬ 
bolic session was adjourned 
almost immediately for a 
day's storm delay. 

Reince Preibus, chairman 
of the Republican National 
Committee, opened the ses¬ 
sion at 2:00 pm (1800 GMT), 
gaveling the convention to 
order in front of a half-empty 
hall in Tampa, Florida. 

Monday was supposed to 
be the raucous kick-off to 
four days of carefully chore¬ 
ographed political theater. 

Instead, after party offi¬ 
cials scrapped the first day of 
events due to the threat posed 


by Tropical Storm Isaac, a 
symbolic minutes-long ses¬ 
sion was held before pro¬ 
ceedings were adjourned 
until the following day. 

The original script had 
Romney to be formally nom¬ 
inated to take on President 
Barack Obama in the No¬ 
vember 6 election by a dele¬ 
gate roll call on Monday 
morning, launching a succes¬ 
sion of well-honed speeches 
by leading party figures. 

That procedure will now 
take place on Tuesday. 

Preibus activated two 
clocks designed to highlight 
"the fiscal recklessness" of 
the Obama administration. 

One showed America's 
$15.9 trillion national debt. 
The other reactivated the 


clock from zero to show how 
much debt accumulates dur¬ 
ing the four days of the con¬ 
vention. 

"The first clock will bring 
home the full magnitude of the 
problem, while this second 
clock will impress upon the na¬ 
tion just how much our govern¬ 
ment overspends in the span of 
only four days," Preibus said in 
a statement. "Both clocks high¬ 
light the magnitude of our debt 
problem." 

Republican Party officials 
stressed that the prime night¬ 
time speaking slots on Tues¬ 
day and Wednesday, 
culminating in Romney's ac¬ 
ceptance speech on Thursday 
after an introduction by rising 
Hispanic star Marco Rubio, 
remained unchanged. 


Pussy Riot team appeals f punk prayer f jailing 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Pussy 
Riot lawyers on Monday ap¬ 
pealed the jailing of three of 
the Russian band members 
for their "punk prayer" call 
for Vladimir Putin's ouster 
ahead of his election to a new 
presidential term. 

The decision to contest 
this month's controversial 
ruling came as news emerged 
that two other singers in the 
revolving-member group had 
fled Russia out of fear of 
being arrested by the police. 

Defence attorney Violetta 
Volkova said that Pussy 
Riot's appeal against the two- 
year imprisonment was filed 
with the Moscow City Court. 

"All the papers are in 


order. The only question is 
whether we will need to file 
any additional material later," 
Volkova told AFP. 

Nadezhda Tolokonnikova 
and Maria Alyokhina — 22 
and 24 respectively and both 
mothers of young children — 
and 30-year-old Yekaterina 
Samutsevich burst into Rus¬ 
sia's main cathedral wearing 
their trademark balaclavas 
and shouted out a few lines of 
their protest song on Febru¬ 
ary 21. 

A Moscow judge ruled 
that the performance dis¬ 
played "clear disrespect to¬ 
ward society" and convicted 
them of "hooliganism moti¬ 
vated by religious hatred". 

The ruling was instantly 


condemned by the United 
States and major European 
powers as another example of 
freedoms coming under pres¬ 
sure with Putin in power. 

The unusual case sparked 
a worldwide celebrity and 
pop star campaign for Pussy 
Riot's freedom that has en¬ 
listed the likes of Bjork and 
Madonna as well as Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney and Sting. 

But Moscow investigators 
responded to the global pres¬ 
sure by launching a hunt for 
two other members of the 
group who took part in the 
protest stunt but managed to 
avoid police detention in the 
subsequent months. 


Isaac rains boost Cuba water reserves 


HAVANA (AFP) - Tropical 
Storm Isaac, which swept 
across Cuba at the weekend 
before heading toward the 
southern United States, sub¬ 
stantially boosted the commu¬ 
nist nation's water reserves, 
state media said Monday. 

The rains from Isaac 
added 74.4 million cubic me¬ 
ters of water to the five reser¬ 


voirs closest to the storm's 
path, according to the official 
daily Granma. 

Before the tropical storm 
hit the island, 11 reservoirs in 
Santiago de Cuba province 
were at 57 percent capacity 
but have now increased to 66 
percent said the island's Insti¬ 
tute of Water Reserves. 

Dams in the central 


province of Ciego de Avila, 
meanwhile, are at 96 percent 
capacity, a local official said. 

Civil defense officials said 
Sunday that Isaac did not kill 
anyone in Cuba, unlike in Haiti 
and the Dominican Republic, 
which recorded 19 and two 
deaths respectively, though it 
did damage to housing, crops 
and the electricity grid.

Ow, Ow, Nurse accidentally throws 
away Kidney meant for transplantation 



OHIO (AFP) - An Ohio nurse 
accidentally threw out a kid¬ 
ney from a living donor this 
month at the University of 
Toledo Medical Center, health 
officials said. Doctors tried un¬ 
successfully for at least two 


hours to revive the 
organ which was do¬ 
nated by the patient’s 
brother in order to 
save his sisters life. 

Toby Klinger, a 
spokesperson for Uni¬ 
versity of Toledo Med¬ 
ical Center, admitted 
that human error ren¬ 
dered the kidney unus¬ 
able, but he refused to 
reveal more details as 
the hospital’s probe 
into what happened and its re¬ 
spect for the privacy of the pa¬ 
tients involved. 

Dr. Jeffery P. Gold, dean of 
the College of Medicine at the 
university, apologized for the 


E-Cigarettes Don’t Damage 
the Heart 


- Electronic cigarettes simulate 
the effect of smoking by pro¬ 
ducing an inhaled vapor. The 
device consists of a battery, a 
cartridge containing liquid and 
a heating element that gets 
warm and evaporates the liq¬ 
uid. Laboratory analyses of the 
liquids show that they are less 
toxic than regular cigarettes. 
Most studies have found no ni- 
trosamines, but even in studies 
where nitrosamines were 
found, the levels detected were 
500-1400 times less than the 
amount present in one tobacco 
cigarette. This means that elec¬ 
tronic cigarettes must be used 
daily for 4-12 months to get 
the amount of nitrosamines 
present in a single tobacco cig¬ 
arette. 

Since heart disease is the 


main cause of morbidity and 
mortality in smokers, with 40 
percent of deaths in smokers 
due to coronary artery disease 
alone, the research team de¬ 
cided to perform the first clin¬ 
ical study of the acute effects 
of electronic cigarettes on car¬ 
diac function. They decided to 
compare their results with the 
acute effects of regular ciga¬ 
rettes on cardiac function since 
electronic cigarettes are mar¬ 
keted to smokers only, as an 
alternative habit. 

The researchers found that 
smoking one tobacco cigarette 
led to significant acute my¬ 
ocardial dysfunction but elec¬ 
tronic cigarettes had no acute 
adverse effects on cardiac 
function.

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Mute Indian stranded in Pakistan 
desperate for home 

KARACHI (AFP) - Aa deaf 
and mute Indian woman 
stranded in Pakistan is think¬ 
ing of only one thing: how to 
get home to see her family. 

Geeta, now 21, was found 
by police 13 years ago, sitting 
alone and disorientated on a 
train that had come across the 
border into Pakistan’s eastern 
city of Lahore. 

As no one claimed her, offi¬ 
cers took Geeta to the Edhi 
Foundation, Pakistan’s largest 
and best-known charity, in 
whose care she has remained 
ever since. 

Geeta, desperate to get back 
to India, has tried to run away 
several times but, defenceless 
and unable to explain where 
her family live, has failed. 

However, activists are now 
making a renewed push in the 
hope that Indian and Pakistani 
authorities can intervene to 
find her parents. 

At first, Geeta lived in a shel¬ 
ter in Lahore as the charity tried 
to track down her family, but 
years went by without success. 

After she tried to escape 
several times and quarrelled 
with staff, Bilqees, who al¬ 
ways had an easy relationship 
with her, brought her to 
Karachi six months ago and 
welcomed her into her own 
home. 

Short and thin with a pale 
complexion, Geeta has her 
own form of sign language and 
can write in Hindi: ’’India, 
seven brothers, three sisters”. 

She adopts the Hindi custom 
of greeting elders by touching 
their feet and pressing her two 
palms together close to her 
heart in the gesture of Na- 
maste. 

Speaking through sign lan¬ 
guage, she said one day she 
became annoyed after being 
told off by her parents, left the 
house and kept walking for 
hours. 

’’Then,” she swings her 
hands back and forth in a loop, 
a sign for a moving train, ”1 
boarded the train and slept.” 

Geeta writes that her mother 
used to call her ’’Guddi”, 
which means doll in Urdu and 


Punjabi. Through sign lan¬ 
guage, she says her home is 
next to a river, set in fields 
with the house behind a hospi¬ 
tal and a restaurant. 

’’You know, it could be any 
village or town. We have so 
many places like this,” sighs 
Bilqees in quiet frustration. 

An official in the Indian 
High Commission in Islam¬ 
abad, when contacted by AFP, 
said he would inquire into the 
case, but was unable to com¬ 
ment for the moment. 

Zohra Yusuf, chairwoman of 
the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion of Pakistan, has offered to 
help by taking up the case with 
the High Commission, and 
calling on the Indian media to 
help find her family. 


Geeta is not the first Indian 
child to stray into Pakistan. 
Other cases of children stray¬ 
ing across the border have pre¬ 
viously been resolved with 
them handed back to their 
home country. 

Three years ago, Bilqees 
says she managed to repatriate 
another Indian girl, who had 
also strayed across the border 
after a row with her parents. 

’’But, fortunately she could 
speak and tell us her where¬ 
abouts, which enabled us to 
arrange for her safe return.” 

Geeta touches her lips and 
ears to indicate that her sib¬ 
lings can hear and speak. Then 
her smile tinges with sadness. 
She looks at the sky and 
moves her arm slowly up¬ 
wards, mimicking a plane.

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French boy admits to setting massive 
forest fire 


MARSEILLE (AFP) - A 14- 
year-old French boy has ad¬ 
mitted to setting a massive 
forest fire that continued to 


blaze in southern France on 
Monday, prosecutors said. 

The boy was detained on 
Sunday after the fire broke out 


close to the village of Orgon, 
near the city of Avignon, and 
was quickly spread by the mis¬ 
tral, the strong wind that fre¬ 
quently barrels down the 
Rhone valley. 

He confessed to setting the 
fire and his detention was ex¬ 
tended until Tuesday, a source 
in the prosecutors' office said. 

A source close to the inves¬ 
tigation said the boy had pre¬ 
viously been charged with 
setting fires in the area in July. 

Local officials said the 
blaze was under control but 
still active, with 700 firefight¬ 
ers working to battle it. 

By Monday the fire had 
burnt around 400 hectares (900 
acres) of vegetation in the pop¬ 
ular tourist region and destroyed 
two houses but had not caused 
any casualties, officials said.

Haiti death toll from 
storm Isaac hits 19

PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - The death toll from Tropical 
Storm Isaac has surged to 19 in Haiti as reports of dam¬ 
age and destruction trickle in from remote areas, author¬ 
ities said Monday. The storm tore over Haiti early 
Saturday, visiting renewed misery in an impoverished 
country where an estimated 400,000 people are still living 
in tent camps more than two years after a catastrophic 
2010 earthquake killed 250,000 people. By Monday, 19 
people had been confirmed killed, and six were missing, 
in storm-related incidents including six people in the 
hard-hit west and five people in the south, civil defense 
officials said. Another 15,000 people had to be evacuated 
and 335 homes were destroyed, they said. Some 5,000 
Haitians were evacuated from tent camps ahead of the 
storm, which was in the Gulf of Mexico Monday after 
sweeping Cuba and lashing the Florida Keys. It was on a 
track headed toward the New Orleans area almost seven 
years after it was devastated by Hurricane Katrina.

Twitter shakes up US 
election campaign

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Will 
tweets make the difference in 
the 2012 US presidential elec¬ 
tion? Twitter and other social 
media are being used by can¬ 
didates to energize supporters, 
raise funds and shift the focus 
of the public debate for what 
some call the nation's first "so¬ 
cial election" in November. 

Twitter has the potential 
"to sway the national narra¬ 
tive," said Zach Green, head 
of the media consultancy 
140Elect, which advises can¬ 
didates on how to use Twitter. 

Because Twitter democra¬ 
tizes the delivery of informa¬ 
tion, tweets can help a 
candidate by getting out a 
message that might not be 
seen on traditional media like 
newspapers and television. 

Tony Fratto, a former 
White House and US Treasury 
spokesman in the George W. 
Bush administration who is 
now a partner in the consult¬ 
ing firm Hamilton Place 
Strategies, said Twitter can be 
a game-changer. 

"It has made it possible for 
campaigns to immediately 
communicate with large num¬ 
bers of potential voters in 
about the cheapest way you 
can imagine," Fratto said. 

"Not only can you impress 
a message on millions of peo¬ 
ple, but you can respond to 
charges quickly. In the old 
days, you would have some¬ 
one put a television ad, and it 
would take time to write a 
press release or produce an 
ad" to counter that, he said. 

"With Twitter, the moment 
the charge or a critical ad or 
news report hits you are in a 


position to respond in your 
own voice immediately and to 
generate responses from your 
supporters." 

President Barack Obama 
has a huge head start on Re¬ 
publican rival Mitt Romney on 
Twitter. The incumbent has 
some 18.7 million Twitter fol¬ 
lowers to fewer than 900,000 
for Romney. 

Green's analysis shows 
Obama tweets 10 times more 
often as Romney, and gets ad¬ 
ditional support on Twitter 
from his campaign. But Rom¬ 
ney's tweets are more often 
shared and retweeted, suggest¬ 
ing his supporters are more 
"engaged," said Green. 

In the 2008 election, Twit¬ 
ter was just getting started and 
had a limited impact, Castillo 
noted, because it had fewer 
users — mainly younger peo¬ 
ple — and was not as important 
for news media. 

Now, Twitter is a major 
driver of news and the so- 
called "national conversation." 

"Twitter is a very demo¬ 
cratic platform," she said. 

"I think it's becoming part 
of a bigger landscape and to 
the extent that it influences the 
mainstream media, it will have 
power." 

A study by the Pew Re¬ 
search Center's Project for Ex¬ 
cellence in Journalism said the 
Obama campaign "holds a dis¬ 
tinct advantage" in its use of 
digital technology to commu¬ 
nicate with voters, particularly 
Twitter. 

The Pew report said that 
candidates who use these tech¬ 
nologies demonstrate they are 
keeping up with the times.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
shares hit new highs amid 
mixed trade Monday after 
winning a patent lawsuit over 
Samsung, and news of 
takeovers in the banking and 
auto rental sectors under¬ 
pinned Wall Street sentiment. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average was down 26.44 
points (0.20 percent) to 
13,131.53 at 1425 GMT. 

The S&P 500, a broader 
measure of the markets, shed 
0.37 point (0.03 percent) at 
1,410.76, while the tech-rich 
Nasdaq climbed 4.22 (0.14 
percent) to 3,074.01. 

The markets were firm 
’’aided by a favorable patent 
ruling for Apple Inc and 
some M&A news, ahead of 
Friday’s highly anticipated 
annual Federal Reserve gath¬ 
ering in Jackson Hole, 
Wyoming,” Charles Schwab 
& Co. analysts said. 


Greece to sell state 
jet: government 

ATHENS, Greece (AFP) - 
Greece on Monday said it was 
selling one of its three state jets 
and making the other two 
available to the national air¬ 
force in order to cut defence 
costs, amid efforts to balance 
the state budget. 

A second Brazilian-made 
Embraer will be handed over to 
the airforce for training purposes. 
The government said it was 
keeping the third jet, a US-made 
Gulfstream, for state trips but 
said this plane too would also be 
occasionally availabe to the air¬ 
force ”in order to avoid wearing 
out army transport planes”. 

Greece is under pressure 
from the EU and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund to cut state 
spending in return for billions of 
euros (dollars) in loans that are 
keeping its economy alive. 

Part of the savings are to 
come from the defence budget, 
and the government has also 
pledged to raise 19 billion 
euros ($23.8 billion) from the 
sale of state assets. 
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Apple shares scored new 
record highs, reaching 
$680.87 before easing to 
$675.86, up 1.9 percent. The 
California gadget maker was 
awarded more than $1 billion 
in damages for patent in¬ 
fringement in a US court vic¬ 
tory over Samsung on Friday, 
in one of the biggest patent 
cases in decades. 

The ruling could alter the 
smartphone landscape in 
which Apple has been losing 
ground to rivals like Sam¬ 
sung that use the free An¬ 
droid system developed by 
Google. Google rose 1.9 per¬ 
cent. 

In merger and acquisition 
news, car rental giant Hertz 
surged 12.4 percent after an¬ 
nouncing Monday it will ac¬ 
quire Dollar Thrifty, up 7.4 
percent, for $2.3 billion. 

On the Nasdaq, Hudson

FRANKFURT (AFP) - The 
European Central Bank has 
again opted not to resume its 
programme of buying up 
bonds of eurozone nations, 
data suggested Monday, de¬ 
spite widespread speculation 
that the bank may do so soon. 

According to data pub¬ 
lished on the bank's website, 
it did not buy any sovereign 
bonds last week for the 24th 
week in a row. 

The ECB launched its 
bond-buying blitz under the 
Securities Market Pro¬ 
gramme (SMP) in 2010 to 
help debt-wracked eurozone 
countries that were finding it

NEW DELHI (AFP) - India 
on Monday invited China to 
invest in its new flagship 
manufacturing zones as part 
of a push to broaden com¬ 
mercial links and cut a bal¬ 
looning trade deficit with its 
Asian neighbour. 

India's trade deficit with 
China, a longstanding eco¬ 
nomic irritant between the 
emerging market giants, 
soared 42 percent to nearly 
$40 billion in the last fiscal 
year, while total bilateral 
trade climbed 27 percent to 
$75 billion. 

"We've invited China to 
participate in and support the 
establishment of one or more 
of the National Investment 
and Manufacturing Zones," 
trade minister Anand Sharma 
said in New Delhi after talks 
with his Chinese counterpart 
Chen Deming. 

"That is where the oppor¬ 
tunities beckon,” Sharma said 
in a speech to Indian and Chi¬ 
nese business leaders, adding 
the response from the Chi¬ 
nese to the investment pro¬ 
posal had been "positive and 
encouraging”. 

The zones are being set up 
under India's National Manu¬ 
facturing Policy which aims 


to boost manufacturing as a 
percentage of gross domestic 
product to 25 percent from 16 
percent in the next decade. 

The policy is part of 
India's struggle to provide 
jobs to its growing army of 
young people. 

Chen, in turn, said Beijing, 
which exports mainly capital 
goods such as heavy engi¬ 
neering equipment to India, 
recognised its trade relation¬ 
ship with India was lopsided. 

"We want to buy more 
goods from India to grow our 
trade relationship in a more 
balanced manner,” he said. 

"China and India are both 
fortunate to have sizeable do¬ 
mestic markets which give us 
the the opportunity to offset 
the risks of the weak global 
economy,” he added. 

Both nations' economies 
have slowed due to the global 
downturn and in India's case 
to high interest rates, corrup¬ 
tion scandals and government 
policy paralysis that has 
dampened business activity. 

Deming said China's 
economy was expected "to 
grow 7.5 percent or hopefully 
eight percent this year,” down 
from growth of 9.2 percent 
last year.

This 
year's festivities have largely been peaceful so far, police 
said, though one 20-year-old man was left in a serious 
but stable condition on Sunday after being stabbed.

Paralympics: Swimming legend 
Du Toit prepares to bow out 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South Africa's multiple para¬ 
lympic champion Natalie du 
Toit is aiming for an astonish¬ 
ing seven golden medals at the 
London Olympics when she 
jumps in the pool for her last 
major international event. 

The 28-year-old from Cape 
Town, whose story of courage 
in the face of a major setback 
has inspired millions, will take 
part in seven events in her 
third Paralympics. 

Together with Oscar Pisto- 
rius, the "Blade Runner” who 
became the first double am¬ 
putee to compete in the 



Olympics when he ran in the 
400m heats this year, Du Toit 
forms the backbone of South 
Africa's 62-strong team head¬ 
ing to the British capital. 

She is aiming to go out 
with a bang, performing in the 
50m, 100m and 400m 

freestyle, 200m individual 
medley, 100m backstroke and 
two categories in the 100m 
butterfly. 

Du Toit has been preparing 
since last year at the Interna¬ 
tional Paralympic Committee 
(IPC) Swimming World 
Championships in Eindhoven, 
the Netherlands, last year. 

"London 2012 will be the 
end of my swimming career,” 
she told the IPC magazine The 
Paralympian in an interview 
published in January this year. 

Du Toit started competing 
internationally as 14-year-old 
able-bodied swimmer, repre¬ 
senting South Africa in the 
1998 Commonwealth Games 
in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia. 

Three years later her 


scooter was hit by a car as she 
was returning to school after 
swimming practice. The teen's 
left leg was amputated below 
the knee. 

Determined to overcome 
this obstacle, she was back in 
the pool three months later and 
training before she could even 
walk again. 

In 2004 she swam for 
South Africa at the Para¬ 
lympics in Athens and won 
five gold medals and a silver.

Du Toit holds a degree in 
sports management at the Uni¬ 
versity of Cape Town, her 
home town, regularly perform¬ 
ing as public speaker and shar¬ 
ing her story to encourage 
self-confidence in others.

Tennessee advanced to the final by beat¬ 
ing Petaluma, California 24-16 on Saturday. Pitchers Justin Smith allowed five runs in 
three innings and Blake Osborne also gave up five runs for the Americans. This was 
the first time a team from Tennessee reached the final of the LLWS. 


Cycling: cancer 
community rallies 
around Armstrong 


MONTREAL (AFP) - Lance 
Armstrong, branded a drug 
cheat and banned from cy¬ 
cling by the US Anti-Doping 
Agency, can still count on 
support from the cancer com¬ 
munity, the head of the Union 
for International Cancer Con¬ 
trol said Monday. 

US cycling icon and cancer 
survivor Armstrong is set to 
be stripped of his seven Tour 
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de France titles after he gave 
up the right to fight serious 
doping claims by the US 
agency at an independent 
hearing. 

But Union for International 
Cancer Control president 
Mary Gospodarowicz told 
AFP the "cancer community 
is behind him." 

Gospodarowicz was speak¬ 
ing at the opening of the 
World Cancer Congress in 
Montreal. Armstrong is 
scheduled to speak at the con¬ 
ference on Wednesday and 
"donations to his foundation 
continue" unabated, she said. 

Armstrong's Livestrong 
campaign has so far collected 
nearly $500 million for can¬ 
cer research and helping peo¬ 
ple cope with the disease. 


Eto'o calls for calm amid fan violence in Russia 
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(AFP) - Cameroon striker 
Samuel Eto'o, now starring 
with Russian top-flight side 
Anzhi Makhachkala, on Mon¬ 
day appealed for calm after 
episodes of fan violence in re¬ 
cent days sparked waves of ar¬ 
rests. 

Police detained more than 
100 fans after unrest in 
Moscow and in Saint Peters¬ 


burg and former Barcelona 
star Eto'o felt moved to issue 
an appeal for better behav¬ 
iour. 

"We need the supporters 
and it is important for us that 
matches are held in a healthy 
atmosphere," Eto'o told the 
Anzhi club website, warning 
that even "a small scuffle" 
could have major conse¬ 
quences. 

Hardcore fans of both 
Anzhi and champions Zenit 
Saint Petersburg have re¬ 
cently been involved in 
clashes with racist undertones 
— notably when the teams met 
on August 18 in Makhachkala 
in Dagestan in the Caucasus 
region, leaving one Zenit fan 
badly hurt. 

Three days later, three 
Anzhi fans were attacked by 
some 30 Zenit hooligans 
ahead of a Europa League 
meeting between Anzhi and 


Dutch side AZ Alkmaar in 
Moscow. 

Eto'o and his colleagues 
play their European matches 
in the Russian capital at 
UEFA's behest owing to the 
unstable political climate in 


Dagestan. 

Racist violence in the Russ¬ 
ian game also flared in De¬ 
cember 2010 when a Spartak 
Moscow supporter died after 
being attacked by youths from 
the Caucasus.
